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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicants argue that "Sato's approach 
needs no patterned mask because the beam that provides the etching is controlled so as to only etch in the areas where needed. Chen's 
approach requires a mask because without it the whole wafer would be etched". According to applicants, there is no incentive to 
combine them. The examiner disagrees. Chen clearly teaches that to use protection layer (sacrificial layer) to protect the wafer during 
etching. Chen further teaches the protection layer is used to form alignment marker (col. 4 lines 52-65), to create narrow and deep 
scribe lines (col. 5 lines 20-30). These incentives are the motivation to combine Sato in view of Chen. 
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
